NORTHERN PACIFIC POLICY. 

INTERVIEW WITH THE TRAFFIC SUPER- 
• INTENDENT. 

Aatorla.T^Soatfo.lNo-w Tacoma and 
Portland to bo on a Common 
FooUngr-

A.s tlie (.late approaclio.s for tlie coiii- 
ploLion of lhn Nortli(?rii Pacitio llail- 
road and tlie iiitroiluciion of through 
freight and pas-sougcr arrangemenl.s, 
considerable iutere-st is manifested in 
the probable policy to be adopted by 
the coni];aiiv in i-onncctiori with its 
tlirougli tratiie. Witii a view to an- 
swering some of these inquiru's, an 
Oregon'uin reporter sought Mr. John 
Muir, Superintendent of traffic of tln^ 
line.s involved, whom he foumi in liis 
office, and asked: 

"When do yon expect your Nortlifiru 
Pacific line will be coinplettfd and in 
operation (" 

Mr. Muir — "IKe e.xpect to run 
through passenger trains between this 
coast and St. Paul by Sejjleiuber 1st, 
and will |irobably be fully equipped for 
freight tratVic wiiliiu tiiret' or four 
weeks aficr thai :iate. Il'ork has pro- 
grcRHe<l much more raiiidly tluui we an 
ticipated, ami the inaugural cerenionies 
will doubtles.s lake jjiace during the last 
weok in AugUHt." 

"ll'hat will be the actual di.itance 
from Portland to St. Paul?" 

"One thou.sand nine hundred and 
sixteen inilo.s." 

irill you run through cars!" 

"Certainly. Pa-ssengers will be en- 
abled to take through Fullnian ualace 
sleepers at Portland and go through to 
the great lakes without change. The 
dining cars, which are becoming ao 
poimlar in tlie oa.-st, will also added 
to the train at proper placeM, togetlier 
witL reclining chair cars between all 
important points." 

(Khat are to be the rate.s of fare 
from St. Paul to points on the Paeilic 
coast?" 

"To Pacitic coast points, (irst class

"How do these rate.s compare with 
the rates made l>y the I'liion ami (,'en 
tral Pacific linesi" 

"That is best illustrated by taking 
their emigrant rate.s frnni Omaha to 
irinneinucca, 1 !.')'_' miles, which isS-15; 
while our rate from St. Paul to H'alla 
IKalla, a distance of 270 miles further, 
is but .§4 2.50. This last rate we will 
nl.-.o establish to H'allula, Dayton ami 
Pi'iitlleton, llie lowest rate via tho 
other overland lines being .S-I.t. In 
Other words, they make their charge 
10 all interniediaio [joints the same as 
to their terminal, .San Francisco, while, 
as r have said, our rate to interior 
points will be less than the through 
rale."

Pacific Railway, In the course of tlie 
intorviow Mr. Muir stated that overland 
fraieht rates to Seattle would be the sanin 
as those to Portland; and tiial the rate 
from Seattle to Victoria would not ex- 
ceed §2 per ton. We gather from the re- 
port of an interview just had by an (Jre- 
ijoiiian reporter with Jlr. Muir (which 
will bo found in another column) that the 
rate for ligiitorage to Victoria will bo 
really less than the uia.>:inuiui rate of §2; 
and that every possible consideration will 
be given to Victoria freight and passon- 
gers. It is furtiier gathered from the (.>ie- 
gonUm's report that the policy of the 
Central Pacific Railway C()ni[)any in 
charging the people of tlio interior a 
higher rate than those of San Franciaco 
will not be adopted. In Galiforni.i frcii^ht 
destined for points east of San KranciHco 
is charged the same as if it were consigned 
tu San Francisco, and then the local rate 
back to the intermediate point ia added to 
tha full rate. Tlio Northern Pacific Co. 
intend to charge only for the distance tra- 
vuUhI and to trout the small shipper of the 
interior with as niucii coiiHidoration aa if 
he were a large shipper at the coast. The 
uduption of this plan will go a lung way 
towards popularizing the now road and its 
tendency will be to people and build up 
the country through which the ruud will 
pass. The policy of the Central Pacific 
has been mie of trade cenlralii'.ation. It 
has dwarfed the interior while it has tend- 
ed to create a groat trade centre at .San 
Francisco, ft is aa if a man wore to de- 
stroy hia belly in the belief that iti doing 
so ho benefitted the rest of his body. The 
Northern Pacific people will profit by the 
mistake of tlie older line. They will not 
repeat the bluiuler ihat has made the 
Central Pacitic Co. unpopular without 
permauontly assisting the city in whose 
interest the rates were levied. HHtish 
Columbians need not now concern them- 
selves about freight or pa.ssonger rates on 
the Canadian Pacific road. It i.s a con - 
liiigency altogether too remote. They 
have to deal only with the present cun 
dition of tilings which points inevitably tu- 
warda the early completion of tlio North 
ern Pacific and the iJuilti arrival of over- 
land passengers and freight at this port 
The liberal and pr('!;reH-iivt: p<ilicy ii.s 
sketched by ,Mr Muir here aiul at P<iit- 
laud is evidence that the cnmpaiiy he re- 
presents have a just appreciation of their 
duty towards the people llirough whose 
territory their lines will run iiiul it be 
nouie.s the duty a.s well a.s the iiiturest uf 
the inhabitants of the Northern Pacitic 
coast to jiatronize men who have shown 
that they uiider.il and the respunsiliility 
which attaches l<' them.

The Fur- 
nesia took out sixty-two inimigraiit.'i, of 
whom only five families had been in the 
workhouse, and in each of these cases 
friends in America had ottered them 
homes.
